Mr, W. Skey, analyst to the Geologioal Survey of New Zealamd, has 

communicated to the Wellington Philosophical Society a number of experiments 
on the same subject. He eliminated the cases of wolfram, &c., as being due to 
the presence of soluble proto-salts of iron, &c., and therefore had only to inves- 
tigate the metallic sulphides and arsenides. On pursuing the subject, to his 
surprise he found that cubes of galena were perfectly gilt when placed in solu- 
tions of gold, without the intervention of any organic matter whatever, This 
direct reduction he hasalso effected by proto and bi-sulphides of iron, sulphides 
of copper, the sulphides of zine, tin, pos pee pen lead, mercury, silyer, anti 
mony, bismuth, arsento, platinum, and gold ; and among the arsenides, mispickel 
ard arsenide of sliver hile allowing, therefore, that organic matter has had 
a+hare in the reduction of gold, he thinks that by far the greater portion of our 
gold and stiver deposits, especially those situated in the deeper seated rocks and 
ledges remroved from carbontferous strata, have been wholly due to the deoxi- 
dieing effeets of pyritous minerals, 

Mr. W. Skey has also investigated the cause of the loss of gold, 
e@xpertenced by the miners of the Thames gold feild, New Zealand. He found by 
experiment that many samples of the Thames gold, though apparently free from 
dust or statn, would not amalgamate over their whole surface, some, indeed, even 
of the finest specimens not in the least. Al) these specimens were readily ama. 
gamable after washing, or after treatment with cold solutions of cyanide of 
potassium, nitric acid, chromic acid, or acidified chloride of lime. Suspecting 
that sulphur ip some form was ihe cause of the inaction, he placed sampl¢s of 
ore and pure gold for a few seconds in sulpburetted bydrogen gas, and found 
that by this means amalgamation was also entirely obstructed. Alkaline sul 
phides, or even contact with sulphur in hot water, likewise rendered the gold 
and mercury incapable of amalgamation. From the fact that boiling these 
samples in ether, or bieulphide of carbon, does not promote amalgamation, he 
argues that the sulphur ts not in a free state. Sulphurous acid bas no action 
upon t', proving that It Is not eolphuretted bydrogen condensed on the surface, 
He, thi refore, believes the combination to bea chemical one, and that the ob- 
noxious film ts a true auriferous pyrites, The safest remedy, and that most 
easily applied, he considers to be use of the sodium amalgam of Crookes,

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Gas-ENGINES,—The invention of Messrs, SODERSTROM and G, Dick, 
Paris, consists in working gas-engines in which the mixture of air and combus- 
tible gas is introduced into the cylinder between two pistons, one of which is 
loose and the other connected to the main crank shaft by means of arod. In 
such engines it is difficult to retain the loose piston at the exact instant required. 
In order to obviate this difficulty a flat iron rod or bar is connected to the loose 

iston. This rod passes between two iron plates, which are covered with leather, 
and which, when required, press together, thus forming a sort of trap, and 
holding the flat rod in suspension. The trap is combined with a crank lever 
movement, which latter is guided by an eccentric or cam fixed to the main axle 
of the driving crank, for the purpose of holding the two plates apart, and per- 
mitting the rod or bar to descend. Instead of using the flat slide valve hitherto 
employed, a slide valve having a circular section and working to and fro in the 
same manner as a piston in a steam cylinder is used. The speed of the engine 
is regulated by the introduction of a greater or smaller quantity of combustible 
gas into thecylinder, ahd in order to make the regulation automatic a piston is 
employed which is lifted by the aspiration of the air for the combustible mixture 
to a greater or less height. This piston is also connected with the gas inlet, and 
will regulate the inlet of the gas in such a way that when the machine works 
quickly the aspiration will also become rapid, and lift the piston higher, and 
thereby cloxe or partly close the gas inlet.

nerley, Shropshire ; Capt. Phillips, agent of Clara Consols ; Capt. 
Hancock, Llanidloes; and Capt. J. Kitto, manager of Cwm Vron 
and Central Snailbeach, &c. Letters were read from Mr, J. W. Salt, 
of Leeds; Mr, A. Smyth, of Dublin; and J. Bell, of Manchester, re- 
gretting their inability to attend, 

Mr. HESELTINE was voted to the chair. He stated that the spe« 
cial object of this meeting was not to hear what he had to say con- 
cerning the mine, although for his own personal satisfaction he had 
thoroughly inspected it, but rather to gain from the many mining 
celebrities present what they had to say relative to its merits, whereon 
an opinion might be with confidence formed as to the advisability 
or otherwise of resuming its development and also the prospects of 
success, He knew the speculative character of mining, but he also 
knew that many adventures were commenced without any precau- 
tion whatever being taken to ascertain from independent and disin- 
terested sources whether the property really contains the necessary 
elements to entitle it to the name of a mine, As far as the property 
in question was concerned, a lode—parallel to that which has proved 
so enormously productive in Van—has been traced for upwards 
of a mile in length; and although the explorations have not yet 
reached the depth at which the Van lode began to be productive, its 
indications and actual value had progressively improved ; therefore, 
all that those whom he represented upon this occasion really required 
was to ascertain from the only souree whence such information could 
be obtained—the managers of successful mines in the Principality— 
whether, according to their opinion, the mine, judging from its pre- 
sent limited development, really possessed merits which somewhat 
removed it from the category of speculation. Personally, he had 
seen sufficient of the property to justify him in associating himself 
with the mine, but it depended entirely upon the character of the in- 
formation given by the “ practicais”’ around him whether or not his 
friends would follow his example. If the opinion were general that 
the lode would continue to improve in depth, as had been the case 
with that at Van, the necessary capital would be forthcoming to en- 
sure a vigorous and ample development of the property, With these 
few remarks he would, in the first place, call upon Captain Northey, 
who was not only the manager of several successful mines in the 
neighbourhood, but had gained for himself an enviable reputation 
by the completeness of the dressing machinery he had designed for 
the different mines with which he was associated. 

Capt. R. NORTHEY (manager of Bwich Consols, Bwadrain, Clara Consols, &c.) 
said: At the request of Capt. Carlyon Simmons, I have carefully surveyed thts 
mineral property both at surface and underground, It is situate near Llanid- 
loes, in Montgomeryshire. The sett or grant is about two miles in length; the 
lode traverses the whole length of the property, and from the appearances of 
the outcrop at surface, which is laid open by costean pits, it is one of great 
strength, and worthy of further trial, At the eastern side of the hill an adit 
level had been driven on the course of the lode westward for about 70 fathoms ; 
its width varies from 2 to 4 ft., composed chiefly of killas, and occasionally stones 
of lead ore, with two well-defined walls; and in the present end the s(ratum is 
quite eongenial for lead ore, being more compact and laminated than inany 
part of the drivage; this level, in driving west, will lay open backs of Prom 
70 to 80 fms. in height. In consequence of the unusually dry weather the water 
was at the back of the 12, therefore he could not see anything below the adit, 
but was informed that the 12 had been extended 13 fms, west and 23 fms, east ; 
and, judging from the pile of lead orestuff on surface which came from the 12, 
it is an improvement very encouraging and satisfactory. The engine-shafi had 
been sunk to the 24, and a level driven east about 13 fins. through a strong and 
very promising lode, but had yet several fathoms to be driven to get under the 
orey ground seen in the 12, He should, therefore, advise further trials to be 
made, as the property is in a district in which the most remarkable discoveries 
of mineral wealth in modern times have been made, 

A letter was read from Mr. G. C. Simmons, of Cornwall, to the effect that 
he had requested Captain Northey, in whose opinion he placed the highest con- 
fidence, to accompany him to the mine. In describing the mine, Mr. Simmons 
states that, in company with Captain Northey, he passed over the lofty hill 
through which the lodes run for the purpose of observing the outerop, which Is 
very strongly developed. Mr, Simmons was happy to state that Capt. Northey 
entertains a very favourable opinion of the prospects of the mine, the character 
of the lode, and the surrounding rock improving westward, the latter being 
highly laminated. They examined the specimens of ore from the 12 fm. level, 
which contained all the elements essential to the formation of a productive lode 
in depth. The surface works are in first-rate condition, and by siightly alter- 
ing the position of the reservoir—which could be done at a very slight expense 
—a sufficient amount of water-power might, he thinks, be obtained even in the 
driest season. The very favourable opinion expressed of the mine, as far as his 
knowledge extends, he entirely coincided with. 

The CHAIRMAN sald they would now be glad to hear the opinion of Capt, WIl- 
Mam Nancarrow, the manager of the Bog and Pennerley Mines, in Shropsatre, 
He understood that Captain Nancarrow had been for many years the confi- 
dential agent of one of the leading members of the Stock Exchange, and, there- 
fore, was a man of considerable and trustworthy experience. 

Capt. WILLIAM NANOARROW said that the mine ts situated within three miles 
of Lianidloes, aud in the same lead-bearing strata so productive in thé district, 
The sett is about two miles long on the course of the lode, and where opened on 
at surface is a very strong, masterly lode, The principal worklugs are on tho 
eastern side of the hill, where there is an engine-shaft sunk 24 fms. below the 
adit. The 24 is driven east of shaft 14 fathoms. ‘The 12 is driven east of shaft 
23 fms., and west 13 fms. The adit level is driven west of shaft about 70 fms., 
giving in the present end about 25 fms. of backs, but as tiis adit is driven to 
hill the backs will greatly Increase. ‘The lode varies in size from 3 to 5 ft. wide, 
Looking at the appearance of the lode at surface as well as below, he considered 
this piece of mining property well worth a spirited trial, which at present is 
but partially worked by means of water-power, but to work this mine efficiently, 
all the year round, there must be steam-power. He was very much pleased with 
the general prospects of the mine—the lode was large, belng 3 to 5 ft. wide, and 
(as he had already said) was enclosed in the mineral-producing strata of that 
now famed district. He had no doubt whatever that whcnever sufficient depth 
had been attained, a very good mine would be opened out, The strata were 
there, and the mineral was disseminated throughout, and all that was required 
was steam-power to enable them to develope the lode to a greater depth and con- 
tinuously throughout the year. To say the least, it was a property that pre. 
sented one of the best chances of opening out a good mine that he had seen for 
many years. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN asked Capt. Nancarrow if, from the indications he saw at the 
mine, there was sufficient to justify an expenditure for steam-power to carry on 
the works ?———Capt. NANOARROW sald most certaluly, and if he did not think 
so he should not recommend it being done. 

Mr. J. OWEN, J.P., asked Capt, Nancarrow if there was any reason why this 
lode, which was described as being parallel to Van, and in the same strata, 
should not prove largely productive in depth? He was particularly auxious for 
information upon this point, for the satisfaction of his friends, 

Capt. NANOARROW sald he had never inspected Van, but he certainly saw no 
reason whatever why it should not prove as rich in depth. The lode was large 
enough to make it as rich as Van when thesame depth was reached. Thesirata 
were the same, and there could be no question that there would be a very good 
and productive lode at a greater depth. 

The CHAIRMAN asked to what depth they would have to sink to reach the first 
level at which Van began to be productive ?——Capt. Kirro said gy 45 or 50 fim, 
level in Kast Cwm Vron would be equal to about the 15 in Van. 


Capt. THOMAS Kemp (agent of Bronfloyd Mine) said the property was situate 
in a mining district of great reputation, and comprises a large run of ground, 
extending westward on the course of the Cwm Vron lode for 800 fathoms, from 
where it joins the eastern boundary of that mine, and for the whole of this 
length this lode can be seen cropping out to surface, with a bearing 15° north 
north of cast and south of west.

Mr. A. POWELL asked what would probably be the amount of capital necessary 
to fully develope the mine ?- —Capt. KEMP sld that about 601 0/., Judiciously 
expended, would, he fully belleved, lcau to successiul results, The ground wa 
congenial, and the lode was strong and masterly In character, and contained lead, 
Capt. J. PHILLIPS (of Clara Consols) said that the positton of the sett ls good, 
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sition in the district, and the improving nature of the lode as it gets into 
settled ground, the trial should be further extended to do justice to the property. 

Capt. WILLIAM HANCOCK said that thestratification Is the light-blue Silurian 
stone, which has been so highly prolific for mineral! throughout not only Mout- 
gomeryshire but Cardigaushire. Without hesitation he could say that it wa- 
one of the finest lodes in this mine that it hax ever been his provinee to inspect, 
and he might just ob-erve that, after an experience in this and the nelghbour 
ing mining counties for the last 39 years, he might be considered some littl 
authority in this matter. He considered generally that, in whichever way the 
pine may be viewed, there Is a certainty of success, From the present eud of 
the veep adit. 45 fathoms west, isa great Janction of lodes, and the 24 fathom 
level ought by all means to be carrie! on with dispateh up fo this junction, a- 
he had never met an Instance in all bis experlence where such a junction of 
lodes had not proved very productive. 

Capt. JOUN Krrro sald that if a small steam-engine were erected as an auxi 
lary to the water-wheel in dry and frosty weather, and the mine was properly 
opened out, he had not the slightest doubt that in a comparatively short time 
they would have a very productive and profitable e¢oneern ; and he had no hest- 
tation in recommending tt as being a safe and legitimate channel for the invest- 
ment of eapttal, and such as can searcely fail to become highly remuuerative to 
its proprietors 

Mr. OWEN asked Captain Kitto if the indications were equal to those at Cwm 
Vron ?—— Capt. Kirro sald that, taking Cwm Vron at the same stage of deve- 
lopment as that now in EastCwm Vron, the indications were not only equal bur 
superior in many Important points, 

Mr. J. B. BALCOMBE urged the necessity of developing the property with 
“he utmost vigour, which he hoped would lead to the opening out of auother 
valuable mine in that locality. It was scarcely reasonable to suppose that all 
the riches of the district were embraced In the Iimitofonemine. He knew full 
well the many difficulties which beset a young mine, and might instance Bron- 
floyd, with which he had been assectated for nearly 20 years; that mine, now 
so successful, would have been stopped several times bad it not been for his (Mr. 
Balcombe’) personal aid, ffe had merely mentioned this to show that the best 
of their mines bad In the early part of their career required more capital than 
at the outset was estimated to bring them into a profitable position, (Iear, 
hear.) Ile knew nothing of the district in which this mine was situated, al- 
though he had been once underground at Van, when he was perfectly astounded 
at what he saw. 

Mr. POWELL (Powell, Dixon, and Co.) said this property had been introduced 
to hia firm as one possessing every indication of successful development, and, 
therefore, could be fairly recommended to thelr friends, hence his presence here 
after having Inspected the property, Ife might mention that during his inves- 
tigation bis attention was drawn to some very good stonesof ore, which he was 
informed had been taken from the 12 fm. level, and it was pointed out that the 
lode had been traced by means of costeaning pits for no less than a mile and a 
half. It etruck him that the lode was strong and masterly in character, and 
his opinion was more than confirmed by what he had that day heard from the 
various practical auchorities present, If was satisfactory to find that parties 
well acquainted with the district were unanimous in thelr opinion that the lode 
contained all the elements essential to a condition of productiveness, and that 
they agreed in sp aking of the property as one that warranted vigorous working. 
Atten'ion had been very properly drawn to the fact that up to the present Kast 
Cwm Vron had not been sunk to the productive depth of the district. It no doubt 
did appear to shareholders unacquainted with such matters that laying open a 
mine was very slow work, hence their disappointment when it was found that 
the first capital subscribed had been expended and no profitable result achteved ; 
but they must remember that good things were often Just missed, the best im- 
mediate tllustration of the fact being that the proprietors of the Van carried 
on operations for about 11 years without attaining any success, He could not 
do better than aay that the practical result of all that had been said was to con- 
firm the statement made to him, that it was * a property possessing every Indl- 
cation of successful development ;”’ and It, therefore, appeared that the only judi- 
clous course to pursue was to take the necessary steps to ensure tts thorough and 
efficient working. 

Mr. CLARK was extremely gratified at seeing so many established authorities 
come forward to bear their testimony to the value of the mine. It was clear 
from those familiar with the geology of the district that nothing was required 
but the needful capital and j idicious development to ensure success. He need 
hardly say it was with pleasure he found that Cwm Vron, into which he had 
recently induced so many of his friends to embark, was opening out in a man- 
ner beyond what the most sanguine could have anticlpated—it had, in fact, sur- 
passed the opinions expressed by the professional men some short time since; 
and he hoped in a few months he would be able to say even more of Kast Cwm 
Vron, and no honest man who Lad been underground could come to any other 
conclusion, 

Mr. Koss, F.R.G.S., said he had been associated with mines In Wales for 
some years,—some of them from the commencement of their development ; 
and he came to the concluston that until any mine had been developed up toa 
certain point, it was utterly impossible for any man, practical though he be, to 
state with any degree of certainty the amount of capital necessary to bring a 
property Into a profitable position. If evidence were required to support that 
opinion, they had only to look around them, and see if they could point out one 
single instance of a mine having been brought into a profitable position with 
the amountof capital computed at theoutset. They would find that it had been 
necessary, in connection with every rich mine, at some period or other of its 
history, to raise some additional capital, or rather, an excess of the amount 
contemplated at the commencement. The present position of the East Cwm 
Vron Mine, therefore, must not be regarded as an unsatisfactory feature, as far 
asthe mine was concerned—on the contrary, It showed that the expenditure 
already Incurred had developed a property that unquestionably merited a still 
further development ; and when he made that statement he was not so much 
expressing his own opinion as that of what he might call the galaxy of prac- 
tical ability and experlence now assembled in that hall, (Hear, hear.) After 
what he had seen and heard that day his previous intention was fully con- 
firm: d to become largely Interested In the mine, and also of asking bis friends 
to come forward and follow his example, (lear, hear.) He thought all would 
agree with him that the property well deserved the favourable opinion expressed 
of it; and if before starting mines a similar course were pursued tn the ob- 
taining of information as to position and prospects, should the venture prove 
profitiess there would be thesatisfaction of knowing that it had not arisen from 
want of precaution, but from eircumstances over which no one could have any 
possible control, (Hlear, hear.) 

The information obtatned from the various captatns present during the con- 
versation which ensned tended to confirm the genera) opinion that the expendi- 
ture of a comparatively small amount of capital would place the mine in a 
profitable position, 

The CHAIRMAN sald that after all they had beard therecould not bea divided 
opinion as to the advisability of at once proceeding to acquire and develope the 
mine: and, therefore, he would propose the following resolution ;—* That in 
the opinion of this meeting it is expedient that a public company be formed, 
with Hmited Habllity, for the purpose of acquiring and working the property, 
and that the nominal capital be 24,(0°U., in 12.000 shares of 21, each,”’ 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings,

Mr. WM. EDWARDS (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the subjoined report of the directors was taken as read. 

The directors have much pleasure in meeting the shareholders on the present 
occasion, and they feel confident that, notwithstanding difficulties which no 
foresight could bave obviated, they are able to present what must be deemed a 
satisfactory report of their stewardship for the past year. During this term 
they have, with the special consent of the shareholders given in general meet- 
ing called for that purpose, concluded terms of purchase of the adjoining Cata 
Branca estate, which is kuown to contain a large store of gold, but which was 
of especial value to this company for its abundant supply of water, The neces- 
sary powers for compl ting the transfer were at once sent out to Rio de Janeiro, 
but the legal formalities necessary for this purpose have been unavoidably de- 
layed by the sudden death of the company’s highly respected agent at Rio, the 
late Mr. Jordan Crewse, Thislamentable event caused the directors much pain, 
and fora time great anxiety, the more especially as the company’s superin- 
tendent at the mines was at that time in London on sick leave. They feel that 
had Mr. Crewse’s life been spared not only would all the legal formalities have 
been carried through without delay, but that through his influence in Brazil 
the names of many native capitalists would have appeared on the list of share- 
holders. Fortunately the company stood so well in the estimation of their 
bankers in the interior that the captain of the mine, immediately on the news 
of Mr. Crewse’s death being known, received an offer to advance whatever 
money might be necessary to kcep the works going until fresh remittances could 
be received from this country. The directors are not only deeply thankful to 
their bankers at Itabira do Campo for this ready offer, but accept it also asa 
substantial guarantec as to the estimation in which the mine is held on the spot. 
The illness of their superintendent has to a certain extent deprived them of his 
services just when they were most needed ; but the directors fully believe that 
the opportunity of intercourse with htm which they have had during his stay 
in England will be of permanent benefit to the company in future years.

ReMARKS,—The tone of all our markets continues satisfactory, 
In some departments of the metal trade there is abnormal activity, 
and manufacturers are disposed to regret that they have taken 
orders at too low a price. They find it difficult to keep to contract 
time of delivery, and fresh orders are coming forward faster than 
they can be executed, In other departments the demand is steady 
and improving, and prices all round, with one or two exceptions, are firm, with 
an upward tendency. Buying on foreign account is being proceeded with on 
an important scale; and in consideration of the collapse on the Continent, 
which has lasted for a year, a large amount of arrears has to be made up. The 
late and present purchases on continental account have been mainly with a view 
of importing metals into France before the imposition of restrictive duties. 
Doubtless, very shortly these metals will come into consumption; and judging 
from the elasticityof French finance, it would apoear that little difficulty will 
be experienced in raising funds to supply the legitimate requirements of the 
country. 

CoprER.—This metal fully maintains the improvement which for 
some time past has been observable. If orders for manufactured 
are somewhat limited other descriptions are enquired for, and parcels 
change hands at advancing rates. Stocks here are reduced by con- 
siderable shipments to Havre, where there exists a present demand, 
and where the prospective demand is very good. Shippers to Havre 
are indisposed to realise at present prices, but they deemed it wiser in ant‘ icipa- 
tion of the restrictive duty about to be levied to ship without delay. There is 
au almost entire abseuce of speculation in copper, operators for the rise being 
still indisposed to acknowledge the stability of the present improvement.

If anywhere it is desirable that a 
good supply of coal should still be forthcoming itis in and about the 
old fuel-producing and iron-making neighbourhoods of South Staf- 
fordshire and Shropshire. Between the known limits of those two 
fields there is a stretch of country whose mineral contents have been 
long a cause of interesting debate amongst geologists and mining 
engineers, Allalike, however, prudently advise that trials should be 
made upon the cautious principle of step by step.

A new era has commenced this year for the vast territory which 


After rather long pourparlers the enormous tract of land controlled 
for two centuries by the Hudson’s Bay Company has been transferred 


Nova Scotia, A good solid foundation has thus been laid of a power 
which promises even to rival the greatness of the United States, It 
may be said that this great Dominion cannot remain very long under 
the Government of the British Crown. But this government is more 
apparent than real; the utmost possible local authority has been con- 
ceded to British America; and as the yoke of the Mother Country is 
barely perceptible it may yet continue for many years, until Canada 
feels herself strong enough to hold her own upon the American con- 
tinent. The effect of the consolidation of the British American pro- 
vinces is already beginning to be reflected in the increased indus- 
trial activity which prevails in them, Railway enterprise is espe- 
cially buoyant in Canada just now, and the consumption of British 
railway iron in Canada is already considerable, and promises to be- 
come large. The exports of railway iron to British America in the

British America now occupies the fifth place among the countries and 
colonies which take our railway iron, and it becomes, of course, in- 
teresting to enquire what will be the probable future course of the 
Canadian consumption of British iron, 
It has been already remarked that the transfer of the Hudson's 
Bay Company to the Dominion of Canada opened out a new era in 
the history of the Dominion, and so, no doubt, it has in more ways 
than one. Not only was Canada at once erected into a great State 
by the change, but she also gained what she has long needed—a large 
extent of prairie land, which will now enable her to compete on a 
greater equality than before with the United States in the matter of 
immigration, While in past years twenty immigrants have flowed 
into the United States for every single immigrant who had cast in 
his lot with Canada, the Canadian Government will, in the future, 
be enabled to offer new comers from the Old World even greater ad- 
vantages than they will find under the regime of the Stars and Stripes, 
since in Canada the pressure of local and general taxation is much 
lighter than in the United States. The progress of colonisation in 
Canada will necessarily involve the construction of a great extent of 
new railways, The abolition of the monopoly of the East India Com- 
pany gavea greatimpetustorailway developmentin British India; and 
a similar result is certain to follow the collapse of the power of the 
Hudson's Bay Company in North America. The first fruit of the 
change is already witnessed in the commencement of surveys for a 
great Canadian Pacific Railway. Such aline has long been the dream 
of far-seeing Canadians, but it is only since the great change in 
Canadian affairs which the last few months have witnessed that this 
dream bids fair to become a reality. The last advices from Ottawa 
report that the first of the Canadian Pacific Railway surveying 
parties had left that city, and that other parties were about to fol- 
low.

But whilst the monopoly which the Great Western has hitherto en- 
joyed of the South Wales district is thus being broken up by the two 
powerful companies named, the Great Western are in their turn tak- 
ing steps to extend their line, and to obtain access to important sec. 
tions of the coal basin from which they have hithertoo been ex: 
cluded. In conjunction with the Rhymney Railway Company, they 
have completed a junction from Caerphilly, at Llancaiach, from 
which point they run over the Great Western as far as Hirwain, hav: 
ing thus direct connection with the most important collieries in the 
valley. In anticipation of the great increase of business which this 
connection must create upon the Great Western they have doubled 
their line from Middle Duffryn Colliery to Aberdare, and constructed 
an enormous engine shed. This healthy competition on the part of 
three powerful railway companies cannot but prove beneficial to the 
colliery proprietors, the iron makers, tin-plate manufacturers, and 
the commercial community of South Wales generally, whilst new 
districts will be opened up; and if the various companies would 
strive to develope the resources of the localities with which they are 
in communication they would find that, notwithstanding the compe- 
tition created, there will be enough business to secure a very fair re- 
turn upon the capital expended. 








COAL-CUTTING MACHINERY, 


There was an influential gathering on Thursday at the Wharncliffe 
Silkstone Colliery, near Sheffield, the proprietors having invited s 
number of mining engineers and colliery proprietors to witness the 
working of the coal-cutting machine patented by Mr. F, Hupp. 
Amongst those present were Mr. G. Walker, director of the Great 
Northern Railway Company; Mr. T. W. Embleton, the Cedars, 
Methley, president of the Midland Association of Mining Engineers; ~ 
Mr, May, South Hetton; Mr. W. H. Peacock, Hoyland and Elsecar 
Collieries ; Mr. E. Soar, Kiveton Park Colliery ; Mr. J. Platts, ma- 
nager of the Wharncliffe Silkstone Colliery; Mr. H. Walker, the 
managing partner; Mr, G. Walker, jun., Mr. Hurd, &c, It appears 
that since the machine was first brought out it has been considerably 
improved, both by Mr. Hurd and Mr. §, Firth, of Leeds, who is now 
joint-patentee. A series of cutters are connected to an endless rope, 
instead of being fixed, as in the first instance, to the links of a chain, 
the rope itself being driven bya friction pulley, with wedged-shaped 
segments fitting between discs on a central circular wedge. Theend- — 
less wire-rope or chain of cutters is supported on flanged pulleys ~ 
mounted on a radialarm, Considerable improvement hasalso been — 
made in the machinery for compressing the air, consisting princi: © 
pally in applying the power to the longer arm of the differential lever, 
in connecting the shorter arm to the machinery for compressing, and 
in applying the pressure of air as a governor. 

As the pressure of steam in the engines usually employed at ool- 
lieries is not of sufficient force for compressing the air to work the 
machine direct, Mr, Hurd makes use of the differential lever to in 
crease the pressure on the air, which is conyeyed to a receiver or direct | 
to the cutting-machine, Compressed air, it may be said, is the mot 
economical motive-power, for by Mr. Hurd’s process 18 lbs, of steam 
in a 17-inch steam-cylinder, with a 22-inch air-cylinder, will produce © 
65 lbs. of air. The machine wasset to work in a face about 50 yards 
long, in the Park Gate pit, which is 62 yards from the surface, the © 
seam being 4 ft, 8in, in thickness, The work done by it was all that 
could be desired, cutting the coal cleanly, and without stoppage.

THE COAL MINES REGULATION BILL, 


A Conference was held on Tuesday, at the Craven Hotel, Strand, 
of members of the Mining Association of Great Britain, who discussed 
the clauses of the Coal Mines Regulation Bill. A large and influen- 
tial deputation of gentlemen from the coal districts of Northumber- 
land, Durham, Lancashire, and Staffordshire afterwards waited upon 
the Home Secretary, with the view of amending the Bill, Amongst 
those present were—Sir Charles Adderley, M.P.; the Hon, H. G. Lid- 
dell, M.P.; Mr, George Elliot, M.P.; Mr. John Henderson, M.P.; Mr. 
Cross, M.P.; Mr, Charles Turner, M.P.; Sir Smith Child, Bart., M.P.;

The advantage of the bituminous coal 
was not great—between 3 and 5 per cent.—but sufficient to establish 
the fact that bituminous coal may be profitably substituted for much 
of the fuel hitherto drawn from the anthracite coal mines of the 
United States. Coal has been discovered on the Central Pacific Rail- 
road, and has been selling at San Francisco at high rates. This dis- 
covery is obviously a matter of much importance, not only to the 
Central Pacific Railroad, but also to the various interests and indus- 
tries which centre at San Francisco, 





PATENT OFFICE REFORM.—The Commissioners of Patents have, 
as will be seen from a communication published in the Supplement 
to this day’s Journal, decided to comply with the wishes expressed 
in the memorial of Mr, PETER SPENCE (of the Pendleton Alum 
Works, Manchester), and others, with reference to the earlier publi- 
cation of the abridgments furnished by applicants for Letters Patent. 
On July 15 the abridgments lodged between Jan, 1 and 7 will be is- 
sued, and thenceforward the publication will be continued weekly. 
This will be of considerable importance to those desirous of turning 
new inventions to practical account, 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


July 6.—There has been a good supply of both steamers and sail- 
ing vessels lately, and a very considerable business has been done, 
especially in the coal trade, The Steam Coal Trade, as might be 
expected, partly owing to the great strike in South Wales, is ex- 
tremely brisk, as indeed are all other branches. The output of 
coking coal in South and West Durham is entirely without prece- 
dent, and, of course, any works coming into the market producing 
this class of coal are seized with great avidity. We stated in this 
letter, a few weeks ago, that two collieries of this class in South 
Durham were likely to be disposed of, and they have been sold pri- 
vately, never having been brought openly into the market—certainly 
a very remarkable and significant circumstance, There are some 
places where this coal is to be got easily, and yet they are compara- 
tively neglected. It is gratifying to notice the very satisfactory pro- 
gress which has been made by the Tyne Drainage Company at Heb- 
burn. A considerable quantity of coal is now raised there, which 
sells readily at good prices, the situation, indeed, for selling coal, 
either by sea or land, cannot possibly be surpassed. The water is 
easily kept down to its present level by the power employed, but no 
further progress has been made lately downwards at the Wallsend 
Colliery, so that the drainage of the High Main seam is yet far from 
being accomplished. However, as remarked above, the two large 
seams which are open for working at Hebburn will afford the means 
of raising a large amount of coal, and will also repay, to a great ex- 
tent, the enterprising company for the capital already expended, 

THE NEWCASTLE COLLEGE OF PHYSICAL SCIENCE,—The commit- 
tee, in conjunction with the Durham University, have elected three 
out of the four professors intended to start this important institution. 
Mr. Herschel, grandson of the late Sir F, W. Herschel, is to be Pro- 
fessor of Physical Science; Dr. Page, the celebrated geologist, is to 
be Professor of Geology ; and Mr. Manico, the present Professor of 
Chemistry in the Newcastle Medical School, is to be Professor of Che- 
mistry. The professor of mathematics is not yet chosen, but this is 
pected be done in a few days, The College will be open in October, 
and there is little doubt that it will prove highly successful. The 
professors already chosen must meet with the approbation of the 
general public; and as to the professor of mathematics, there are a 
number of elegible candidates, so that a man of eminence in the pro- 
fession is certain to be appointed. 

A mass meeting of the Engineers was held at Newcastle on Sa- 
turday, when about 6000 men attended, rather more than the num- 
ber at the former meeting. Many speeches were made, but they 
were not generally relevant to the question. Mr. Odgers, of London, 
delivered a long harangue, but the matters handled in his discourse 
had little indeed to do with the matter. A large number of men, 
we are quite certain, are anxious to be at work, and under the cir- 
cumstances we do not think that the strike will continue much 
longer. It is quite possible that a meeting may be brought about 
this week between the men and the masters at one or more of the 
firms, and this is all that is required in order to give a chance of 
terminating this stupid contest. The masters are constantly blamed 
for not communicating with the men, but this is exactly what they 
want, and always have wished todo from the commencement of the 
struggle, but the intervention of the League has rendered the breach 
bothwide and difficult to repair, as the masters very properly are 
determined not to deal with this League. Numbers of men aredrop- 
ping into the works, certainly not all regular engineers, but many 
of them, though little better than labourers, will soon prove useful, 
as they learn in a very short time to attend to machines, and it is a 
great study for a labourer to get such a situation, where he has an 
opportunity of making good wages in a much more pleasant manner 
than he has been accustomed to, One of the sons of Mr. George 
Robert Stephenson, the head of the Newcastle firm of engineers, has 
taken the Saltwell Hall, near Gateshead, where he intends to reside, 
and it is his intention to study the various branches of the business 
carried on by the firm in Newcastle, 








REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND, 


July 6.—The Quarterly Meeting of the North of England Iron and 
Allied Trades was held at the Middlesborough Exchange, on Tuesday. 
There was a large gathering of those connected with the trades, and 
generally there was a firm tone in the various branches in which bu- 
siness was done. Rail-makers are pretty well off for orders to keep 
them going for a couple or three months, and there is a very fair 
prospect of new work. Fresh enquiries for American railways are 
coming forward, and for Russian account there is probability of additional or- 
ders being forthcoming. Shipments of railway iron from the Tees and Tyne is 
pretty brisk. Plate orders are satisfactorily numerous; most makers are in 
possession of work for a good while ahead, and very few of them are able to un- 
dertake new specifications for immediate execution. The Cleveland pig-iron 
market exhibits the same animation it has done forthe past month. Enquiries 
were replied to for 50s. 6d., No. 1; 48s., No. 3; and 47s., No. 4, net cash, f.o.b. 
at makers’ works. The demand is good, and deliveries are brisk. Local con- 
sumption Is heavy, and shipments to the Continent are numerous, and for fair 
quantities, 

The make of pig-iron in the Cleveland district during June has been 
well kept up. According to the ironmasters’ returns, just issued, the total quan- 
tity of pig manufactured was 155,912 tons, being an increase of nearly 20,000 tons 
upon the corresponding month of last year. Theshipmentsof pig-iron to foreign 
ports, from Middlesborough, amounted to 24,452 tons last month, and coastwise 
shipments, from Middlesborough, during the same period, were 19,360 tons, 
Makers’ stocks show an increase upon May this year of 987 tons, but there is a 
decrease under the same comparison, in warrant store stock, of 600 tons. The 
total stock in makers’ hands, on June 30, was 98,856 tons. There are 119 fur- 
naces in regular blast, and 6 out, giving a total of 125 furnaces in the district. 
A few weeks ago we mentioned that a new blast-furnace company 
was talked of as being about to erect works in the neighbourhood of Stockton- 
on-Tees. The Tees Bridge Iron Company has now been formed, with Mr, John 
Steavenson (of the firm of Steavenson, Jacques, and Co., of the Acklam Iron- 
works, Middlesborough), as managing director. Two furnaces are to be com- 
menced almost immediately, adjoining the Bowesfield Ironworks, at Stockton. 

We mentioned in our last week’s report a rumour that Messrs, 
Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co, (Limited), whose head offices are at Mid- 
dlesborough, had purchased the Hunwick and Newfield Collieries, 
situate about three miles north of Bishop’s Auckland. The report has 
received confirmation, the above firm being now in possession of those 
collieries. This addition to the already extensive possessions of this large com- 
pany gives them the ownership of seven collieries—Shildon Lodge, situate at 
Shildon, near Darlington ; Woodifield, near White Lee Collieries, at Crook; 
West Auckland Colliery, near to Bishop’s Auckland; Byers Green, near to 
Bishop’s Auckland; and the two—Hunwick and Newfield—just purchased. 
From these pits there is at present a yield of something like 1,250,000 tons of 
coal perannum. At these several collieries there are ovens making a large 
quantity of coke per year. Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. are the pro- 
prietors of the original tronstone mines at Eston, near Middlesborough, and 
they are opening out additional royalties at Skelton, near Saltburn-by-the-Sea, 
At Eston Junction they have seven large blast-furnaces at work iu the manu- 
facture of pig-iron, and two new ones nearly ready for blast. At Middles- 
borough they are the owners of a large area of freehold land, on which are three 
blast-furnaces, puddling-forges, rolling-mills, foundries, &c., and here they are 
sinking two pits, now about 60 fathoms down, to a bed of salt proved to be 100 ft, 
thick. In addition to these works, the firm has a large similar works at Wilton 
Park, about four miles west of Bishop’s Auckland, consisting of four blast-fur- 
naces for the manufacture of ordinary and hematite pig-iron, forges, rolling- 





mills, &c, Within a few months past they bought the plant of the Lancashire 


Steelworks Company (Limited), at Gorton, near Manchester, where they will 
almost immediately commence the manufacture of steel ; it belng the intention 
of the directors of the company to erect large steelworks at an early period 
somewhere in the Cleveland district also. They are the owners of a large acre- 
age of farm laud.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


July 6.—The Coal Trade in the northern part of the county is 
brisk for the season, and except in the flooded districts operations 
continue without interruption. In the [ron Trade further transac- 
tions in pigs are reported at last quotations and many of the pro- 
ducers have already booked orders sufficient to absorb their proba- 
ble make for the quarter. Finished iron is in steady demand, the 
works doing ten turns perweek, The earthenware makers are doing 
a very steady business on account of the United States. 

In South Staffordshire the coalmasters are very fairly occupied 
alike in the household and manufacturing departments, The deve- 
lopment of the few remaining thick coal measures around West Bromwieh is, we 
believe, about t® be undertaken by a company now in process of formation. 
Kuterprise in the direction of new sinkings in the Cannock Chase fleld continues 
unabated. The pig-iron makers are for the most part well sold for the quarter 
at the improved quotations lately reported. Best samples of hot-blast mine 
pig are realising as much as 80s. per ton. The Karl of Dadley ts, we hear, about 
to erect another blast-furnace at Low Level, near Brierley Hill, where his lord- 
ship has already four in operation. The Finished Iron Trade steadily impr. ves, 
and the mills and forges of the district are now on the average doing ten ( urns 
per week. For cable-bars, angles, plates, and nall-rods a fair number of»: ders 
are In course of distribution on the west side of the district; while on the east 
side the demand 1s principally for the smaller classes of merchant tron, ruu nds, 
squares, hoops, and the like. Sheets for galvanising continue to commaid a 
very fair enquiry. The Parkfield Company’s Works are, {t is reported, about to 
change hands. The Parkfield is one of tho most extensive pig-iron establish- 
ments In this part of the kingdom. It is a splendidly-appointed works, con- 
sisting of five blast-furnaces, and extensive collieries, The furnaces can be seen 
from the Stour Valley Railway, at about the Deepflelds Station. For many 
years the works were carried on by the then proprietor, M. EB. B, Dimmack, 
whor-was afterwards aided by Mr. Henry Marten, his son-in-law, who ts an able 
engineer, and possesses a large interest in the concern, About five years ago 
the firm was made {nto a joint-stock company, creditors at that time taking 
paid-up shares for their claims against the estate, and moneyed men of local 
repute joiniag the directorate. One or two of these latter left the board 
some few months ago, because of the press of other engagements, and the credit 
of the company suffered. Proceedings it has been determined should be taken 
for winding-up the limited lability company, and the directors are understood 
to be negociating for the sale of the tronworks and collleries, The works at 
Smethwick carried on by F. Lewis up to the time of his fatlure, have recently 
been started by Mr. James Barton, the owner of the property. 

The Bill introduced ‘into Parliament by the Board of Trade for 
the purpose of regulating the testing of chain cables and anchors, 
contained in some of its details clauses unfavourable to local pro- 
ducers as compared with foreign rivals. These points were fully 
laid before the authorities in Whitehall a few days since by a deputation from 
the chain trade of the Dudley district, and the objectionable clauses were at 
once struck out by the framers of the Bill. A good deal of satisfaction ts ex- 
pressed here at thecourtesy and promptitude shown in this matter by the Board 
of Trade representatives. 


Tar NORTH STAFPORDSHIRE IRON TRADE.—The Quarterly Meet- 
ing of the Coal and Iron Masters of North Staffor.ishire was held on Thursday, 
at Stoke, Mr. Wragge presiding. It was reported that a steady consumption of 
pig-iron is maintained, and that consequently stocks keepdowa. No alteration 
was made in the rates. Ironstone, also, wasin fairdemand. Of the flnished 
iron trade it was reported that asteady demand existed, though for some 
kinds specifications were still deficient, and in no instance were the list prices 
obtained. Last quarter’s prices were, therefore, renewed, it being felt that any 
attempt to advance rates would not only prove abortive, but drive trade from 
the district. The application of some of the workers for an advance of wages 
was taken into consideration, but it was decided that it could not be complied 
with unless advanced prices could be secured, The comparative rave of wages 
was gone Into, and it was shown that for doubling the rate of wages in North 
Staffordshire was 6d. above South Staffordshire and the North of Kugland, and 
that for puddling common tron the rate was thesame as in South Staffordshire, 
and 6d. above the North of England. 


The Dudley Correspondent of the Wolverhampton Chronicle writes :— 


At the Preliminary Meeting of the members of the South Stafford- 
shire Iron Trade, at Birmingham, Mr. J. P. Hunt, principal agent of 
the New British Iron Company, and Chairman of the Association, 
presided, It was unanimously agreed that prices should remain as 
they are—8/, per ton tor “ marked” common bars at the works, and 
all other sorts in proportion. There contiuues a steady demand for sieets, 
hoops, natl-rods, rivet, and horse-shoe fron, and best plates are in good request, 
The works are running sumething like ten turns per week, and the weather up 
to the present has been very favourable for the various workmen, The men 
remain very quiet, and as things are seem satisfled with their present scale of 
wages. There appears to be every probability of a good fall trade, but no sigus 
of a furcher rise in prices, There 1s, in fact, uothing to warrant au advance, 
and the only thing that ts likely to occur 1s more regularity tu the »perations 
at the mills and forges, for up to the prevent some of the works have not been 
kept in anything like full gear, and in many instances bars have been soid at 
20s. por ton under the Ist price: in some instances even lower than this has 
been accepted. There is a growing demand for pig tron, and prices have aa 
upward tendency. Hot-blast mine Iron of unexceptionadle quality ts realising 
il. per ton, and cold blast 41, 15s. per ton; there ls not much of the latter qua- 
lity produced in these localities, its ‘*make’’ being contined to other districts, 
Pig-iron from other markets finds its way into South Staffordshire, but not to 
the extent it did some time ago, and hence the comparative firmness of the 
trade, The Karl of Dudley ts about erecting another blast-furnace at the New 
Level, near the Round Oak [ronworks, which wil! make the number five. Some 
other parties east aud west of Dudley are maklug preparations to put some 
more furnaces tn blast, and we hope before long to see better times for the pig 
makers in the districts of South Staffordshire and Kast Worcestershire, tue 
demand for coal for works’ purposes continues rather brisk, and now that Mid- 
zummer Day is past the trade for domestic consumption will be somewhat stimu- 
lated, as the merchants in the Midland and other districts will be preparing to 
increase their stocks. The labour market continues buoyant, and there tsevery 
probability of its continuing so for some time to come, The activity in the 
various fitting yards is, if anything, on the increase. : 

The arrangements for the forthcoming meeting of the Iron and 
Steel Institute appear to be making satisfactory progress, We un- 
derstand that the afternoon of Tuesday will be devoted to visiting 
the ironworks in the neighbourhood of Tipton, including those of 
Messrs, Barrows and Sons, Messrs, Philip Williams and Sons, and 
others. On the Wednesday afternoon the members will visit the Round Oaks 
Works of the Earl of Dudley, and on Thursday the principal Birmingham esta- 
blishments will be inspected. The members will be entertained at dinner by 
the Staffordshire Iron Trade, the Karl of Dudley presiding. The South Stafford- 
shire mine agents will on the same day receive the Northern members and gen- 
tlemen connected with the North of England Institute of Miuing Engineers, the 
Earl of Dudley providing breakfast, and the party will afterwards proceed to 
view the principal mining operations near the Rowley Hills, They will also go 
to the limestone workings of Messrs, Dixon and Co., at Dudley Port, where they 
will be entertained at luncheon. On Friday the Shropshire [ronmasters will 
receive the members, and the day will be devoted to an inspection of the prin- 
cipal ironworks in that district. On Saturday it ls proposed that those who wish 
to do so may examine the Northamptonshire ironworks and iron mines. It will 
thus be seen that a very full and interesting programme has been arranged, and 
we understand that the papers to be read at the meetings to be held in Dudley 
will be of very considerable importance. Mr, Danks will exhibit and explain 
is revolving puddling-furnace, which is looked upon with great interest by the 
iron trade generally, and as far as we can learn, promises to give very fair results. 





SOUTH MIDLAND INSTITUTE OF MINING, CIVIL, AND 
MECHANICAL ENGINEERS, 


This Institute has held its adjourned annual meeting at its rooms 
in the Exchange, Wolverhamption; Mr, J. P. Baker, Her Majesty's 
Inspectorof Mines for South Staffordshire (the President), was in the 
chair, and Mr, James Cope, F.G.S., the hon. sec., Mr. ‘I’. Rose, Mr. 
J. Baker, Messrs. Bridges, Mr. Davis, Mr. Wendell Underwood, and 
others were present. Mr. Underwood presented the report of him- 
self and Mr. Beckett, as auditors. The document showed that they had gone 
very carefully through the accounts, and after examining the books, vouchers, 
and counterfoils of subscriptions in connection therewith, had found that they 
had been kept well; in fact, too well, so far as the interest of the secretary was 
concerned, for that gentleman had during the year paii over to the treasurer 
lls. more than he had received. Inthe previous year, also. they found that Mr. 
Cope charged himself with one member's subscription, or 21s., which he had not 
received. The auditors drew attention to a state of things which prevails inal- 
most every scientific institute—the somewhat considerable amount of arrears of 
subscriptions; and after showing that there was now some 901. in the hands of 
the treasurer, after meeting all Ilabilities, the auditors concluded their report 
by expressing their conviction that Mr. Cope, for his past labours as hon. sec., 
was deserving of some substantial acknowledgement at the hands of the Insti- 
tute. Mr. Cope explained that the over payments to which reference had been 
made in the report were due in the one case to bis having completed the donation 
of a guinea by one member in passing who handed him 108., andin the other case 
he had paid the full annual subscription of a member, but had not yet been re- 
paid. Great satisfaction was expressed at the financial position of so young a 
society, and the suggestion of the auditors as toa recognition of the great ser- 
vices of the hon. sec., which was well received, was submitted to the council, 
who were requested to report upon it ata future meeting. As to the arrears 
of subscriptions, the hon. sec. was desired to send a polite note to the members 
affected, and the President remarked that he was quite satisfied that such a 
reminder was all that those gentlemen would need. The members then dis- 
cussed a suggestion by Mr. J, Baker, as to whether the Institute could not in 





some way entertain the members of the Northern Institute who will come to 
South Staffordshire in connection with the visit of the Iron and Steel Institute 
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at the close of August. The suggestion was cordially received by the President 
and the other members. The President, however, regretted that the subject 
did not occur to them previously, for he feared that the tim? had so nearly run 
out durtog which an invitation could be given and accepted, that it would be 
too late to do anything that would not clash with any arrangements to which 
their northern friends had already con-ented. However, he should be delighted 
to make enquiries. The hon. sec sald that he, too, would put bimeelf in com- 
munication with certain of the officersof the Northern [nstitute, and the meet- 
ing was adjourned for a fortnight tor more defluite information. 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


July 56.—The warrant market has decidedly improved since the date 
of our last report, On Friday 57s. 6d. was paid, and on Monday it 
touched 58s. 3d., receding again to 57s. 10}d. To-day the market has 
been very idle, scarcely atransaction reported ; the closing quotations 
are 573, 104d. cash, and 583, 1}d. one month. The shipments sfiil 
continue good, and now show an increase of 58,101 tons over those 
of last year, This state of matters has caused an advance of 6d. or 
1s, per ton in many brands, as will be found noted under, The im- 
ports of Middlesborough pig-iron are also in excess of last year by 
4482 tons. There is an average difference of fully 10s. between the 
prices of the two districts at present, which sends Scotch buyers to 
that quarter for both pig-iron and puddled bars, 

No official declaration of the stock of pig-iron in Sodtland will be 
made at this season, but the position is well enough known for all 
practical purposes, Itis supposed that the quantity is very much the 
same as it was at the same period last year, and slightly lower than 
at Christmas last—say, in round numbers, about 390,000 tons in store 
and about 260,000 tons under the control of the makers. This re- 
serve, together with the steady production going on, is amply suffi- 
cient to meet any probable demand, and it is to be hoped that, as 
both makers and consumers of pig-iron have full and profitable em- 
oe pe neither foolish speculation nor disputes in the labour mar- 

et will interfere with such a satisfactory position. 

The stock of pig-iron in Connal and Co,’s stores is 372,955 tons, 
with warrants in circulation for 353,250 tons, and in the Canal Co,’s 
stores 15,425 tons, with warrants for 13,125 tons. 

The makers of Finished Iron are all busy, every works having as 
much as they can do, with shippers specifying more freely. Plates 
and angle-iron are continuing to rise, the former cannot be bought 
in this market under 10/. 10s, per ton, and ship angle-iron is quoted 
81, 5s. to 91.; boiler angle, 97. to 107. Best common bars-—for which 
there is considerable shipping demand—are 8/., and second quality 
enn rarely be had under 7/. 15s, Hoop-iron in demand, and nail- 
rods wanted at 8/. perton. Railway chairs—of which it is said there 
is a large order offered in this market for Egypt—can be placed at 
41, 2s. 6d, to 47,103, An order of some 20,000 tons of cast-iron pipes 
for Odessa, which has been spoken about here for a few weeks, is 
reported as concluded, but we could learn nothing reliable either as 
to price or the name of the firm who had been successful, The quo- 
tations for ordinary sized pipes range from 4Z, 10s. to 6/.; extra large 
and extra small are per special agreement. Weekly pays—the great 
Union panacea for the irregularity and drunkenness of the workmen 
—is only intensifying the evil it was asserted it would cure, and hence 
there is now just four times the idleness and debauchery than there 
were under the monthly pays. Hands of all kinds are scarce, and 
there are demands for other quarters. ‘The Motherwell puddlers on 
strike, although conceded the advance, will not begin work unless 
the man Hodge is also allowed to start with them. This the Glas- 
gow Iron Company were not disposed to do, and if this exacting spirit 
were permitted to prevail the men would undoubtedly—to this extent 
—be their masters’ masters, However, the man Hodge has got a job 
elsewhere, and the whole strike hands were to resume work last night 
or this morning, after having lost during the last 18 months through 
strikes between 70/, and 80/ per man, 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


July 6.—Trade in Derbyshire has been of a routine character, only 
slightly relieved by a strike at the Phoenix Works, in Derby ; but it 
is not supposed to be of a very serious character, or likely to be 
much interruption to business, Most of the ironworks are doing a 
steady business, there being considerable activity in pipes and gene- 
ral castings. Writing from Chesterfield, I may say there has been a 
very busy afternoon there, consequent on it being the opening day of the Ches- 
terfleld and Derbyshire Mining Association, The gathering has been not only 
a large but a highly influential one, embracing the leading coal and fron mag- 
nates of the county, Contrary to expectation, there was no allusion whatever 
made to amalgamation with the Midland Institute, which holds its sittings at 
Barnsley. Ou the previous day there had been a meeting of the last-named 
body, when Mr, Bainbridge, who Is connected with the Derbyshire collieries, pro- 
posed that an effort should be made for amalgamating the two bodies, Mr, 
Bainbridge was present at Chesterfield, but went away, we were informed, ra- 
ther earlier, so that the subject was not mooted. In Coal it may besaid thatthe 
pits, as a rule, are much buster then they usually are at this period of the year, 
and the demand for steam qualities is brisk, A good deal of coal is now being 
shipped from the Kiveton ports, and others in that direction. The London 
trade has been remarkably well maintained, and che Midland Company dis- 
tances all its rallway competitors in the quantity carried, 

The heavy branches of the Sheffield Trades are still very active, 
and there is evidently a long and busy season before them, Besse- 
mer steel material in rails, sheets, tyres, axles, and springs are in 
such request that the great firms of Cammell and Brown are 
crowded with orders. Makers of telegraphic and other wire are also 
kept going to the fullextent of their power, ‘There ts a little more doing in the 
finest qualities of table and spring cutlery, and orders on American account are 
coming more freely to hand. The works at Rotherham and Parkgate are doing 
a very steady business, the mills being well employed with some improvement 
in general castings, The colliertes tn South Yorkshire were scareely ever so 
bury in July as they are now; the steam coal tn particular is tn brisk request, 
not only for Hull and Grimsby, but also for London, the low rate having had 
the effect of making the Barnsley * hards " better Known and appreciated than 
they had been before, House coal also bas been in better demand than might 
be expected for the season, A rather moderate trade rules so far as regards 
Coal in the West Riding district, but the fronworks are busy. At West Ardsley 
three of the Messrs, Firth’s pick coal-cutting machines, worked by a very large 
and powerful alr-compresser, manufactured by Mr. Hurd, of Wakefield. have 
been put down, In the Leeds and Bradford districts the large tron-making and 
engineering works are as busy as they can be, The foundries are also active in 
biidge work and general castings.

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


‘July 6.—No material change has taken place in the Iron Trade 
since last report, and probably for a week or two things will remain 
much as at present. Operations are carried on without interruption 
at the works, and up to the present time there is no likelihood that 
anything will occur to mar or impede the progress which is being 
made in all departments, The weather, though not what is usual for 
Midsummer, is rather favourable than otherwise to the execution of 
coutracts, as with the present temperature the hands are better able to stand 
before forge and furnace that they have been usually at this time of the verr. 
The frequent rainfalls also tend to keep the water supplies all that Is desired, 
As was auticipated, there will be no official alteration in the quotations for the 
new quarter, but there is no doubt that higher actual rates will ve current than 
have been obtained for the last twelve months. As regards the future, the 
horizon now at least appears clear and hopeful, and makers are looking for- 
ward to a period of prosperity in all the principal branches of thetrade. There 
can at least be no further indecision tn regard to prices, and buyers can have 
no object in withholding specifications for the next three months, On the con- 
trary, the most reasonable expectation is that they will lose no time in placing 
orders as their requirements necessitate, because with the coutinuance of peace 
and the return of confidence the efforts of manufacturers to re-establish pr ces 
must sooner or later prove successful, In the large descriptions of finished iron 
the market has not been particularly active this week, many of the makers 
being still engaged in completing some of the extensive contracts secured during 
the first half of the year, The demand, however, continues steady from the 
chief sources, with the prospect of some further expansion as the new quarter 
is fullyentered upon. The clearances of rails and other iron to the American 
States has been large, as for several weeks past, aud;the shipments of bridge 
iron and other materials to South America have been considerable. Conti- 
nental requirements are not very extensive, Much disappointment ts, no doubt, 
felt by the tronmasters of this district that Russian requirements continue so 
limtred as compared with former years, and the season ts now so far advanced 
that few of them entertain any strong hope of executing many contracts for 
Muscovite purchasers thisyear, Still it aust be remembered that there is yeta 
period of three to four months during which shipments cau be effected to the 
Russian Baltic ports, and there wight be a rush of eugagements towards the 
Close, as has been experienced in former years, Therets,atal! events, no reason
